Summary of Discussion and Commitments/Agreements

1. PREVIOUS MEETING MINUTES

The December 11, 1996 Project Manager Meeting (PMM) minutes were
approved with the exception of Mr. T. Wooley (Ecology), who requested
a change to the minutes. The PMM minutes will be revised, and

Mr. Wooley's approval will be obtained.

2. PROGRAM STATUS

Phase V - Project W-112 Status

Mr. D. Saueressig (RFSH) reported that Project W-112 is on schedule.
Mr. K. McDonald (RFSH) stated that the Interim Safety Basis (ISB) has
been completed and is at DOE-RL for approval.

Mr. Wooley initiated a discussion regarding curie loading limits at
CWC. Mr. McDonald stated that the ISB contains the numbers for curie
limits. Mr. R. Ames (RFSH)} pointed out that the ISB is still a draft
document before proceeding to explain that the dose equivalent (DE)
curie limit was based on the largest accident that has been
identified (vehicle crash and resulting fire) and a drum explosion
accident. The inventories in the facility will be Timited so as not
to exceed the risk criteria used in the above-described accident

situations.

Mr. Ames stated that the present safety analysis T1imit is 120 DE
curies from drums potentially invelved in an accident, plus 40 DE
curies from the drums on the truck involved in the accident.

Mr. Wooley asked how the As Low As Reasonably Achievable (ALARA)
standard applies to the DE curie limit. Mr. Ames responded that the
DE curie Timit is total radionuclide in the facility, and the same
Timits apply to contact handled waste. Mr. Wooley requested a copy
of the ISB. Mr. McDonald took an action to provide a copy as soon as
it is approved by DOE-RL.

Mr. Wooley expressed his concern regarding the accuracy of
verification and designation of the approximately 1200 drums that
will be shipped from the 224-T TRUSAF and stored at CWC.



3. PERMIT APPLICATION STATUS

Part B NOD Workshop Schedule

The draft Part B Permit Application is in Ecology review. Mr. Wooley
requested that a formal Notice of Deficiency (NOD) table be
established to assist in tracking NODs. Mr. Saueressig suggested
transmitting the NODs informally. Mr. Wooley indicated that he would
consider an informal NOD transmittal.

Mr. Wooley inquired about any budgeting shortfalls associated with
the permitting process. Mr. Saueressig stated that the permitting
workshops are funded for FY97. It was agreed to include budget
issues as an agenda item.

The comments would be attached to the meeting minutes,
documenting their receipt.
